What are some dependable 
bases for farm prosperity? 

The Farm Bureau answers 
that first of all there must be 
full production outside of agri- 
culture. There must be full pro- 
duction so that manufactured 
goods are plentiful, else there 
can be no fair exchange for the 
plenty produced on farms, 
These goods must be produced 
by a fully-employed, efficient, 
well-paid labor force, so that 
it will be able to buy the pro- 
ducts of the farm, and farmers 
will be able to buy the things 
it makes. ` 

Without this cardinál plank, 
a “farm program” will never be 
more than “farm relief.” 

Full and free productisn ‘on! 
the farm is next in importance. 
When farmers try to resiriét 
production, it means that some 
of the best land lies idle; that 
some of the best cows must be 
sold off. The cost of production 
rises accordingly, and with it 
the real cost of food. 

The way out for farmers is 
in the opposite direction.

Certificates For School 


Parents who will be enter- 
ing children in school for the 
|first time next September are 
advised they can make the job 
easier by obtaining birth cer- 
| tificates for their children in 
advance. 

The helpful hint to parents 
came today from Everett Willi- 
ams director of the Florida 
State Board of Health Bureau 
of Vital tistics in Jackson- 
f ville. 

“Children entering Florida 
public schools for the first 
tim illia...s continued, “are 
required to present a birth reg- 
istration card or a photostatic 
i copy of their birth certificate in 

to prove their age.” 

“Every year, many parents 
wait.until the last minute to ob- 
tain this proof of age and as a 
result they do not have it when 
school opens. The Bureau of Vi- 
tal Statistics, which operates as 
a Florida State Board of Health 
responsibility, is anxious to give 
prompt service to all persons 
,who request a copy of birth 
| records. To avoid the August 
| and September ‘rush’, it is sug- 
gested that parents send for 
their child's birth certificate 
now.” 

Applications for birth records 
of children born in Florida 
should be made to the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics, Florida State 
Board of Health, Jacksonville, 
Florida. The required fee is 
one dollar for searching records 
fand preparing the certificate. 
| Applications, Williams added, 
should contain the following in- 
formation: child's name, birth 
date, birthplace, father’s name, i

race. Application blanks may 
be obtained from County health
